London, .April lit— Field Marshal 
llalg reiiort:; that llie Cli'mians have 
taken Villers-ltretonneux. The texi 
of the statement reads: "About 6:3U 
this morning, after a violent bombard- 
ment, thq enemy attacked our whole 
front ' aauth of the Somme and the 
French on our right and was re- 
pulsed. Later In the morning, an at- 
tack on our positiona in thi.i sertor 
wa.s renewed in strength and althoiiiib 
repulsed with loss on the southern 
and northern poaitions of the front, 
made progress at Villera-Bretonneux, 
where the fighting has been severe 
throughout tho day. By evening, the 
enemy bad gained possession of tlic 
villa.ge, and the flpliting was eoiitinii- 
ing. Other attacks liy ilic eiiiniiv lliis 
morning on the north bank of the 
Somme and north of Albert, were re- 
pulsed. We secured a few prison- 
ers. 

"By a successfuly land c^peration 
carried out this morning northwesr 

nf Fesliilierl, a post was ri'Kuineil. The 
hostile garrison offered strong resist- 
ance and lost heavily. We captured 
a few prisoners and four machine 
guns. 

"Barly in the momloK, the eneAy 
delivered a atrong local attack with- 
out siiccesa agalnat our new poeitlonK 

east of Robecq. Our line was main- 
tained intact and eiglity-fonr prison- 
ers were left in our hands .Addition- 
al jirisoners were secured in success- 
ful minor enterprises ia the forest of 
Nieppe and In the neighborhood of 
Meteren." 

With the British Army in France, 
April LM— Hard fighting developed this 
iiioriiiiiir on the southern battle front, 
the enemy attacking south of the 
Somme along the line of Vlllers-nre- 
tonneux, Hangard-Bn-Santerre, Hall- 
les and Castel. Darly deTetomaentB 
indicated that the Oermana were try- 
ing only for limited objectives. 

On the rtritish sector, Vlllers-nre- 
tonneux which nestles on a ridge 
overlooking the long stretch of the 
Somme valley, was the atorm center, 
and hero the eaemy for the Urst time' 
since tlM war bofan had tnka In ac- 
tion. Three of theee engines of war 
accompanied the storming Infantry, 
which at latest reports had battled 
forward into the e.Tstnrn outskirts of 
the town, where servi re fighting look

The British 
arried out minor operations at Glv- 
snchy which resulted in the recap- 
ture of a strong post which the ene- 
my held.

A aaaty salient of 
about 1,600 yardi^ wide aad about the 
same depth had bulged into the Brit- 
ish territory Just north of Weis-Du- 
Vinange. By their attack, the Brit- 
ish droM' the enemy from this salient 
and straightened their line. 



Americans In Thirk nf Klglit on 
Somme, Statement Indlrates 

Paris, April 24— The battle on the 
whole front south of the Soiniiie and 
In tlie Avre lasted all day und still 
coiiliiiiies. accoriling to the war ollice 
aiiiiounceniont tonight. The Qernians 
gained a footing in the woods to the 
northward of Hangard-Bn-Santerre 
and also in the eaatern outaklrts of 
the village, which the FYench are des- 
perately defending. 

Several enemy assaults were shat- 
tered near Haliies, and attacks at 
Seneoat Wood and Hill 62 also failed. 
The statement says: 

"An Intense bombardment of the 
I'raiico-American positions south of 
the Somme and on the Avre was fol- 
lowed by a Cerman attack carried out 
all along the front by considerable 
forces at 6 o'clock in tho morning. 
The efforta of the enemy were di- 
rected against Hangard-En-Santrrre, 
the region of Hailles and Sencast 
Wood. 

"South of the Avre, the battle, 
which lasted ail day, continues at the 
present hour. It was particularly 
stubborn in the, region of llangard 
After a series of furious assaults, the 
enemy succeeded in gaining a footinu 
in tho wood north of llungard as well 
as in the eastern outskirts of the vil- 



lage which our troops arc desporntc- 
ly defending, 

"The fighting was Ic^s violent in tho 
neighborhood of llailles. Several ene- 
my assaults directed ir.i iiist tlic ridge 
east of the vill.-ii;!' wci" liro|;"ii ilo'vn 
by our lire and our ((iiniKr atl.icks.

V we are to fumbh the Allies with the necessary propoiv 
tlon of wheat to maintain their war bread from now until the 
next harvest, and this is a military necessity, we must reduce 
our monthly consumption to 21,000,000 bushels a month, as 
against our normal consumption of about 42,000,000 bushels, 
or 60 per cent, of our normal consumption. This is the situa- 
tion as set forth by the U. S. Food Administration at Washinsr- 
ton. Reservihsr a marstn for dirtribntion to the army and for 
special cases, leaves for general consumption approximately 
lU pounds of wheat products weekly per person. The Food 
Administration's statement continues: Mny of oar consumers 
are dependent upon bakers' bread. Such bread must be durable 
and therefore, requires a larger proportion of wheat products 
than cereal breads baked in the ho*usehold. Our army and 
navy require a full allowance. The well-to-do in our popolation 
can make greater sacrifices in the consumption of wheat 
products than can the poor. In addition, our pojwktfon in 
the agricultural districts, where the other cereals are abun- 
dant, are more skilled in the preparation of breads from these 
other cereals th<n the crowded city and industrial populations. 

With improved transportation conditions we now have avail- 
able a surplus of potatoes. We also have in the spring months 
a surplus of milk, and we have ample com and oats for human 
consumption. The drain on rye and barlev, as substitlAM* has 
already greatly exhausted the supply of these grains.
